THE BIG BEND. 



The news whiob wo publish to.-day from 
Big liend is the most (sheering of any intel- 
ligence yel received in the colony, no*, oven 
excopling the announcement of the discov- 
ery of Cariboo. It ia cheering, not ao much 
because it lias enabled a certain number of 
miners to take out largo amounts of gold, 
but beoauae it discloses to lis the lact that tlio 
mo9t extensive! as well as least expensive 
mines yet opened out iu British Columbia, ur 
probably in any country north of California, 
are now discovered. So lai as is yet known 
the gold region oxtenda over a hundred mile-: 
the sinking is shallow ; the ground rich ; and 
the mines comparatively easily roachod. 
Here uro facts that ought, under proper man 
agoment, to attract the largest population 
that has yot visited tlio neighboring colony. 
From all the accounts wo have received, ami 
they are almost strangely unanimous, there 
ia but ono conclusion to come to, and that is 
that the greatest gold mining region in any 
country on the l'acific has been disooyorrd. 
This is no idle assertion. If wo take the 
statements of those men who have had prac- 
tical mining experience at Big Bend, we find 
that the average yield of the gold fields when 
opened is computed at from half au ounce to 
four ounces a day per hand.

At present our 
advantages over Oregon in competition 
for supplying any mining region 
British Columbia uro beyond quoslioi 
and yet the onlcrprise of our neighbors 
gradually counterbalancing this good I'm 
tune. As wo informed our readers a few 
days ago, a steamer is built and no doubt 
now running botweon Colville and within 
thirty miles of French Creek. This brings 
Walla Walla within pretty easy distance of 
the new gold Gelds, and will no doubt givi 
tho Oregon people a monopoly of the traflie 
if a steamer is not placed on the Shuswap 
and Kamloops lakes by April next. If tins 
latter be dono ; if Mr. Wright who, we he 
lieve, has obtained tho exclusive privilege 
of putting on a steamer, can ruano 
to ran his boat early iu the spring, we (-ba.il 
hove all the travel ; and it will ho immense 
if tho two Governments only see that tho ad 
vantages of our position as well as the rich- 
ness and inexpensive character of our new 
mines, are laid properly before the California 
public. If we can show to tho California 
miner that for u reasonably small amouut lit 1 
oan reach Victoria and from thonce to tho 
gold Golds in nine or ten days, anil tha 
these gold fields when reached will nl 
fcrd him the opportunity of making from 
eight to sixty dollars a day, wo shall have u 
largo and energetic population travelling 
through this city as soon as spring sols 
And we can show all this. With dirt 
steam communication, wo bring tho mil 
from San Francisco in four days ; five or six 
more will then take him to Carues and French 
creeks, where, unless all the narratives Irom 
the energetic class of meu who have been 
working there this summer are false, he will 
bo ablo to mako more money, with a less 
penditure, than in any other gold region in the 
world. Lot us not, therefore, lose sight of il 
position in which we eland. From Walla Wulla 
to Colville is a distance of two hundred and 
fifty miles of a very bad country. Fifty 
miles of the way is in fact so bad that p 
animals cannot attempt to cross il until !lic 
middle of May. Thou when we eorno to tin 
boat travel ; out of tho two hundred in 
fifty miles on the Columbia Kiver. seventy 
fivo aro lull of navigable difficulties. Count- 
ing tho distunco from whero tho steamer 
lands t lie passonger to the miueB, tho navi- 
gable reucl) on the Columbia Itivor, und the 
road from Colville to Walla Walla, we liuv 
tho total distance about five hundred an 
thirty miles, nearly three hundred of jvhich 
is laud travel. Now if wo take the Frnscr 
river route and set Yale against Walla 
Walla, we have lo Kamloops lako one hun- 
dred and fourteen miles of land travel ; Ibon 
a navigable stretch of ono hundred and thirty 
miles to the end of Shuswap lako ; and from 
thence to the mines about seventy miles, giv- 
ing altogether a distance of three hundred and 
thirty-four miles or nearly two hundred 
miles less than tho Colville route. When to 
this wo add tho vory significant advanUgo ol 
being ablo to roaoh the mines, which it is 
said can bo worked in March, nearly two 
months carliur in Iho your than can be done 
on tho Oregon roulo, we may safely calculate 
on the whole of the trade, if wo mako the 
proper exertions.

Later from Big Bend. 

From Mr. D. W. Smith, who left big bend 
on the 15th November, we havo the following 
interesting information respecting these pro* 
mising diggings. 

Mr, Smith, who has a oluim on Carncs 
Creek, where ho hns been working during the 
Bummar, came over the divido by tho Govern- 
ment truil to the head ol tho Shuswnp Lake, 
a distance of thirty-fivo miles. The trail is 
very good for a mountain trail, and can be 
walked easily with a pack in Iwo dnys. Small 
inko boats run from thence to Savana's fony, 
which takes &u additional two days. 

THE BIG BEND DIGGINGS. 

Mr. Smith, who was one of the pioneers of 
the diggings, having travelled with Carncs, 
after whom one of the creeks is named, and 
reached tho diggings on the 30th April lust, 
states from his experience that tic is of opinion 
that a range of country, say from 100 to 120 
miles, exists there that will pay from half an 
ouneo to four ounces a day when properly 
opentd to the hand. The party prospected on 
their way up and found good prospects, equal 
to those IoihhI in th gravel of any of the 
creeks now ka*)wu lo L>e rich. 

FRENCH CKEEK. 

On this oreek two companies of 12 to 15 
men remained when Mr. Smith left, intending 
to winter tharo, sufficient provisions having 
been brought in to maintain them by Messrs. 
Smith and L.idner. From 250 to 300 men 
had been cn the creek during tho season, 
some of whom never worked, and returned, 
reporting that there wero no diggings. A 
good many tried to open claims but did not 
succeed in duing so before cold weather set 
in. Dupuy opened a hill claim and look out 
j'-OOO in eight days, the biggest day's work 
being S&tJO to two hands working on the 
bench roek. The Half breed Company, or 
Discovery Claim (lour men), in the creek in 
ono day too!: out 64 ounces, averaging from 
two to four ounces to tho hand on tho bed 
rock gravel from 8 to 10 feet down. A com- 
pany working in the gravel, Irom ono to two 
miles above, averaged from an ounce and a 
half to two ounces a day to the hand in get- 
ting out their tail-raco, when their wheel fr.)/e 
up, without expecting to reach tlio bed rock 
this fall. Shop, bayley's Co., three in num- 
ber, had got out as much as -*IG00, getting 
as high us 12 ounces to the pan. 

The bed rock on this creek is from C to 
10 feet deep, coarse and heavy gold being 
found wherever it was reached. A man who 
sunk a hole about 4 feet deep 10 miles up 
tho creuk obtained a similar prospect of the 
same kind o f gold to that found in the gravel 
low or down. 

CARNES' CREEK. 

On this cre.-k 13 men wore at work when 
Mr. Smith left, who lound good prospects 
until they were washed uut Ono man pan- 
ned out one evening in thu loose gravel S'J. 

The bed rook had not been reached in 
consequence of the freshet although Mr.

On tho top of tho hill wtiero tho creek was 
level somo men prospecting got from four 
bits lo a dollar and a half lo thu pan in the 
gravel without teaching tho bed rock. 
MOBERLY CREEK. 

Our informant Ifarnt from Mr. Moborly, 
who came lo New Westminster with him, 
that he prospected a creek emptying into the 
Little Shuswap, on which ho obtained pros- 
pects of from 5 to 8 cents to the pan, on a 
bar, without using a pick. Mountaineer 
Perry, one ol the pioneers, told Mr. Smith 
that tho prospect was about 10 cents lo thu 
pan, and he intended loturning there to 
prbspeot this fall. Ho gave it as his opinion 
from tho look of the slate range and the 
quantity of quartz wash gravel that there were 
as good diggings thoro as any that hud been 
prospootod,
